Cautions  on  Letters 
Of  Recommendation 

Letters  of  recommendation 
are  an  important  factor  when 
selection  committees  review 
applications  for  fellowships, 
assistanlship,  admission  to 
graduate  schools,  or  jobs. 

It  is  strongly  recommended 
that  a  brief  resume  of  the  ap¬ 
plicants’  educational  back¬ 
ground  be  sent  to  professors 
when  requesting  letters  of  ref¬ 
erence.  After  all  requests  for 
recommendations  have  been 
completed,  applicants  should 
carefully  check  with  the  place¬ 
ment  bureau  to  see  that  all 
those  letters  have  been  prop¬ 
erly  processed  and  returned. 

A  good  resume  might  in¬ 
clude: 

1.  Schools  attended 

2.  Cumulative  grade  point 
average;  grade  point  in  your 
field 

3.  Honors,  awards,  or  schol¬ 
arships  held  in  undergraduate 
work 

4.  Field  of  study  that  is  to  be 
pursued 

5.  Courses  taken  from  the 
professor  and  grades  earned 

6.  Vocational  aspirations 

7.  .Any  pertinent  information 
that  would  assist  the  professor 
to  write  a  definite  statement 
of  recommendation 

8.  If  more  than  one  recom¬ 
mendation  is  desired  from  the 
specific  professor,  the  nature 
and  number  of  each  should  be 
emphasized. 

It  is  courteous  to  notify  the 
instructor  that  a  letter  of  rec¬ 
ommendation  is  being  sought. 
A  greater  degree  of  familiari¬ 
zation  may  be  attained,  for  it 
is  this  element  that  determines 
the  true  value  of  a  recom¬ 
mendation.  It  is  also  worthy  to 
note  that  letters  of  reference 
exposing  both  mediocre  and 
exceptional  qualities  give  a 
more-rounded  picture  of  the 
applicant  and  liave  a  greater 
effect  on  the  recipient  tlian 
does  one  showing  only  A-1 
qualities.
